PREPARING  OUR  SOIL 


The  Word  of  God  is  out.  Christ  entered  history  as  the 
WORD  of  God  at  a  place,  in  a  time,  with  a  people,  as  flesh 
and  blood.  The  Parable  of  the  Sower  says  that  the  seed  that 
is  spread  is  the  Word  of  God.  The  Word  became  flesh  and 
dwelt  among  us,  bringing  the  Kingdom  of  God  near.  The 
parable  focuses  on  the  soil  that  receives  the  seed.  Is  the  soil 
of  your  heart  prepared  to  encounter  a  living  God? 

Most  of  us  instinctively  answer  “yes”  without  thinking 
through  the  meaning  of  this  question.  Do  we  continuously 
comb  through  the  soil  of  our  hearts?  Do  we  expect  that  if 
we  prepare  the  soil  Christ  will  be  planted  in  it?  The  Bible 
talks  a  great  deal  of  living  and  walking  by  faith.  The  meaning 
of  the  word  faith  has  come  to  be  watered  down  to  be  syn¬ 
onymous  with  believe,  but  that  is  not  digging  deep  enough 
into  how  the  authors  of  the  New  Testament  use  it.  Faith  is  a 
belief  that  produces  actions  or  works  coinciding  with  the 
belief,  which  would  more  closely  be  trust  than  belief.  Either 
way,  our  faith  should  be  tilling  the  soil  of  our  hearts, 
through  prayer,  worship,  reading  the  Word,  and  sharing  it. 

So  that  at  any  moment  we  have  the  hopeful  expectation  we 
will  encounter  God  and  present  our  hearts  prepared  with 
great  soil  for  growing.  If  we  aren’t  preparing  the  soil,  then 
we  can’t  say  we  have  faith  that  we  will  encounter  God. 

Some  of  you  have  rich  soil  that  is  fertile  and  has  continuous¬ 
ly  grown  the  Word  of  God  for  most  of  your  lives.  The  tree 
of  life  has  flourished  inside  of  you  with  plump  fruits  of  love, 
joy,  peace,  patience,  kindness,  goodness,  faithfulness,  gentle¬ 
ness,  and  self-control.  You  have  an  abundant  life,  and  it  is 
so  rich.  Don’t  forget  to  teach  the  young  farmers  around  you 
how  to  prepare  their  soil! 

Let’s  be  a  church  that  spreads  the  Word  of  God  like  seeds  in 
a  field.  Let’s  be  a  church  that  tills  its  heart  with  God’s  instru¬ 
ments  of  prayer,  baptism,  Lord’s  Supper,  praise,  encourage¬ 
ment,  preaching,  teaching,  love,  and  so  much  more.  Let’s  be 
a  church  that  lives  in  the  hopeful  expectation  that  WE 
WILL  encounter  God,  and  it  will  be  great.
